Plonis, both 21, made a dramatic escape from the Soviet fishing V; 

ship N|eoan .which had anchored at the harbor of St.John's in 

NewfounST and. Having asked and been granted asylum as political 

refugees by the Canadian authorities ,ih spite of .pro tut** cf the 

Sovit Imbssyy, theyerrived in Toronto with the assistance of 

Canadian Vivian organizations on June 28 4 wehre they were inter- : 

viewed by the press and appeared on television. The Canadian 

Latvian language newspaper ,Latvij a Amerika, gives the folloving .... ^ 

description of their backgroundt 7/57597 T *“ /; ; € 

Both are 21 years old. They wore 1958 graduates of the 
■' Riga School of Navigation. After completion of the 3Chool f s 
3years course of study they .went to sea. They oentaly 
alert and speak perfect Latvian. (They also studied Russian* 
and English in school-Bd. ).In telling their story thejr 
displayed a marked tendency to present the factstruthfull-y 
and without exaggeration. One wonders how these yong men 
have been able to preserve sound Judgement and integrity 
\" under the oppressive communist regime, which governs Latvia 
by means of false propaganda and. brute force. And yet these 
courageous seekers of freedom are representative of t^e mood 
of the Soviet oppressed Latvian youth. This strengthens our 
belief that the Latvian nation will survive its present 
predicament under Red rule Just as it has stoically endured 
and overcome alien domination in the past. 

Wen asked the motives behind their desire to escape from behind 
the Iron Curtain, their answer was plainand unanimous! 

We were seeking liberty and a better life..* The interference 
of the 8oviet regime in the affairs of every citizen through 
constant supervision and intimidation, kills the spirit and 
makes it Impossible to shape one's own destiny. And the distressing 
material cond 1 1 ions t with almoste very thing in such short sunoly, r*#nd 
renders the life of an ordinary citizen drab and unsufferable. 

Although the fishing vessels Njeman operates from a Latvian harbor 
only Xlmembers of the crew of 75~5ere Latvians, the rest were 
Ras8ians.'8ovlet sailors are, as a rule, not permitted to gp 
ashore in foreign ports. This is a precaution against defection? 
because, as Bertolds explained, every Latvian (with the exepilon of 
the communists and their benaflctfcries-Ed. } would take advantage 
of X&i any opportunity to escape from Soviet bondage .Sven though 
members of the crew have to work and* average 12 hour day they must 
regularly attend meetings of political indoctrination, even taking active, 
part in the discussions in order not to make, themselves conspicuously 
eudpect.The two youngsters, employed as mechanics, earned while at sea 
a substantial monthly salary of 875 rubles (|87.5o according to tourist 
rate of exchange).

sehre they nay keep a few domestic animals and sell their 
product on the kolkhoz markets. Even this privilege may be 
taken away from them at any time. 

The collective farmerlsresittanoe is expressed passively by apaty 
and unwilligness tb work almost entirely for the benefit 
of the government. Ill clad and ill fed, the collective serfs are 
utterly unimpressed by the well known propaganda formula, will 
come to pass within the "next two to three years" ithe most 
privileged group among the Latvian produce rs of food are the 
fishermen, to which the two young deflectors belonged. Even their 
professional life is subjected to various restrictions and 
deducation from their wages. 

The influx, ; of Russians iqto Latvian cities isheaviest in 
Riga, creating a growing antagonism between the two nattons, 
particularly the youth whp fref.uer.tlyfight it out physically 
over their ideological and differences. 

Church attendance is officially not prohibited exept for 
members of the Communist Party ad the Young Co mmuni st League.

American imperialism" , for a considerable number of Latvian's 
receive gift packages from relatives and friends who have ea- 
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. i grated to the West. 

They prefer cot to mention it in public however, because of 
possible repressions. The refugees also confirmed the existence 
,, of a thriving black market in the larger cities.

Hass. deportations are in the past although they are still

Whenever and wherever possible, people listen to foreign

emigrated and worked as the head of the foreign section of the Valters 

and Rapa bookstore in Riga. 

He married the daughter of the writer Janis Jaunsudrabins, Lilija. 
After the war he returned to Germany, was divorced from his wife lilija, 
and got married a second time. He has several children from his second 
marriage. 

During all the postwar years, W* Stoeppler manage d the SFD bookstore 
"Phoenix" in Bielefeld. In 1955* because of some unsuccessful business 
. deals, he quarreled with the SFD leaders in Bielefeld and opened his 
own bookstore at Renteistrasse 28, Bielefeld. However, W. Stoeppler 
was not successful with this store and in 1957 be got into financial 
difficulties and was declared bankrupt.

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W. Stoeppler is fluent in the Latvian language and has translated 
several works of J. Jaunsudra bins. At this time he is translating 
the story "The New Farmer and the Devil". J. Jaunsudrabins is said to 
be paying him a modest fee for translating this story. 

At present W. Stoeppler is working at the "EMNID Institute" in 
Bielefeld, Bodelschwingeche Strasse 23/2$a. Despite the fact that 
W. Stoeppler is divorced from Jaunsudra bins' daughter Lilija, he still 
meets with J. Jaunsudra bins. In 1957, the. Communists in Riga published 
J* Jaunsudra bins* story "Aija" and sent him a notice that the fee of 
61,000 rubles (i,000 rubles per printed sheet) had been deposited to 
hi 8 name in a Riga bank. J. Jaunsudra bins could receive the money 
if he returned to Latvia. 

Later the Communists also published the "White Book" and at present

The military occupation of the Baltio countries and that of Latvia 
among them is s flagrant oase of violation of the International rights that 
Soviet Union is trying to justify by the allegation that the Latvian people 
has askad tills incorporation* This is completely false • 

Art. 1 of the Latvian Constitution stipulates that Latvia is an Inde- 
pendent and democratic republic . According to the Constitution, this basic 
requirement oould be modified only by plebiscite. Such plebiscite has never 
oourred. After the occupation while having overrun the country by the red 
military forces the Soviet Union has only held the habitual mock elections 
presenting only ass ingle list of candidates forcing in this manner the 
inhabitants to vote for the men of confidence of the ooti aunle t party. 

To consolidate the occupation the Soviet Union has introduced in Latvia 
a reign of t error . She Inhabitants were tortured, executed and deported by 
order of the HKVD only.
